‘quake on the last day of her stay at 
San Pedro, “Old Ironsides” is con- 
tinuing on her journey up the Pacific 
Coast. Slight changes in the schedule 
may be necessary; watch for a re- 
vised schedule. Pacific Coast collec- 
tors, please keep me posted. 

During the last day of the Consti- 
tution’s stay at San Pedro, she was 
boarded by Admiral Richard H. 
Leigh, Commander-in-Chief of the 
U. S. Fleet and his flag raised. This 
was commemorated by a cachet, 
printed in blue. 

I have received covers with two dif- 
ferent cachets for March 10, the day 
of this famous old frigate’s arrival 
at Long Beach. One is a red-and- 
blue printed cachet, similar to that 
used by the San Pedro Chamber of 
Commerce; the other is a beautiful 
rubber-stamped cachet, applied in 
blue ink.

The former list is too large to re- 
print but I will pick out the high 
spots in the comems for you. Win- 
chester, Va., has precancelled the 
following in U-73 type. The Olym- 
pics, Lake Placid, Penn and Webster. 
Here is a good one, the Edison from 
Staunton, Va. in No. U-12 type. Mid- 
west, Wyo. U-54 on the Penn and 
Webster. Mr. Hawse collects gen- 
erally, but tries to get one stamp 
from each city or town. If he would 
go this just one better and get one 
stamp in each type from every town 
he then would be forming a TYPE 
COLLECTION. The above sentence 
is about the simplest form anyone 
can use to describe a type collection. 
For instance (refering to the 1930 
catalog) take Marion, Ohio. Type I 
is U-71 any one stamp in that type 
will fill the bill for that. Type II is 
U-10. One stamp from Marion in 
U-10 fills that one. There is no Type 
III in the catalog but a Type IV which 
is U-12, one in that type and you have 
Marion complete. Only three stamps. 
if you wish you can add the buro 
print type. That only makes four. 
A little over two years ago it took 
about four thousand stamps for a 
complete collection, now I imagine 
that the number is rapidly approach- 
ing six thousand with the new hand 
electros appearing so fast.

Letters addressed for delivery in 
this country may also be sent by this 
first voyage. They will be kept on 
the ship until it has completed its 
round trip to New York and then will 
be sent forward from New York by 
the ordinary means if they are pre- 
paid at the ordinary domestic letter 
rate.
